In the'timo of Demosthenes, 88C years

oake were served, vyith responses by

Macedon was asked to bo present and 
address tho club Christmas eve, «SO B, 
C., but his remarks were not taken 
down. It is said, however, that, as ho 
was tho guest of tho evening, ho had a 
right to and appropriated tho only joko 
then in use. It was a joko afterward 
ascribed to Jerrold—viz, that a man 
onght to regard his wife as a banknote, 
and when she reached -10 ho should be 
able to clmngo her for two tweuties. 


Philip of "Macodon regretted that ho 


could not become a member of tho club, 
but made it a beautiful present and ask- 
ed that its good things bo neatly bound 
in book form, containing all the good 
sayings of tho chin. Imagine his surprise 
when ho -re-rived a booklet containing 
tho above joke nuly—a book which, in 
the language uE Pul Smith Russell, "was 
bound iu calf, with tho talo on the in- 
side." 
I regret that moro has not been said 


regarding tho doings of this club, the 
first known in history of n social char- 
acter. Tho historian now and then gives 
4is ft fragmentary glimpse of an evanes- 
cent Scotch joke perpetrated by Lucian 
aud AtheniCns, but it is not an able joko 
and mostly lias to be fed with a spoon 
on lactated food several weeks before it- 
can sit up aud take notice. 


Archimedes was n very serious man 


generally, but was during his lifetime 
tho author of ono little bonmot. Ho 
was oxtremc-ly abseutmindcd—in fact, 
he resembled Edison in this way. Once 
ho made a discovery of great valuo to 
science while in his bath, and with n. 
wild yell oC "Enrckal 
Eureka!" he 


dashed out upon tho street and started 
for tho courthouse to record it. When 
ho caught n Sixteenth street car aud ielt 
for his change, ho found that ho had 
forgotten his purse, also his pocket, also 
his pantaloons, and when tho conductor 
told him to "shove up olostor" ho was 
pained to notice t-lmt, aside from a dark 
blue indigo anchor tattooed ou liis fore- 
arm, ho had loft most everything in the 
.•bathroom. 


--This incident will bo remembered by 
tho student of ancient history, I trust. 
Archimedes was a philosopher and in- 
vented things, stuffed wild animals 
when ho would rather havo stuffed him- 
self, and ran of errands for tlio king. 
King Hi'ero had a 7}g crown made for 
himself, it seems, with a view to wear- 
ing it on Fourths of July and Decoration 
days, but ho suspected, after ho had tried 
it on, that it was adulterated, and so ha 
took it to Archimedes, who was at the 
timo sharpening the royal shears and 
carving knifo out at tho woodhouse. 
"Horo, Archie," says tho king, "this 
here crown upon my forcward is no 
good. See? It makes a dark green streak 
on me foreword when I'm reigning. 
.Now, the whole job, Archie, is rotten, 
and I wane you to discover what's tho 
'matter with "it aud then pick a mess of 
string boons for her majesty right 


Archimedes had not bathed lor some 


time, and so, with this problem iu his 
mind, ho hung his toga on a nail, and 
filling tho bathtub full he found that by 
.stopping on a cako of soap and falling 
into it ho displaced a volume of water 
-eonal to his own weight, aud from that 
specific gravity and somo moro things 
like that wore discovered, by moans of 
which Archimedes learned that the 
crown was indeed adulterated, and the 
jeweler wns cast into prison, where ho 
•had a good chance to regret his past life. 


Archimedes was thou made philoso- 


pher overseer of highways and superin- 
tendent of schools at 1C scudi per mouth 
and laundry. His given came, I regret 
to say, wns'toro off and swallowed up in 
oblivion, bnt he was uover stumped in 
figures and could parse a sentence or 
play checkers with any man in Syracuse. 
Ho was tho author of the term eureka, 
which is now so common, being applied 
to suspenders, baking powder, insecti- 
cide and stomach bittors. 


Little did Archimedes woe, when to 


exclaimed onroka, even though he was 
the eureka wottor of hia time, that one 
day this term would bo so general and 
BO much affected by squash vines ar.d 
steam laundries. It is said that when 
Archimedes rushed from tho bath, with 
his long tan colored whiskers thrown 
over one shoulder and mixing up with 
the overjoyed breeze, ho surprised and 
scattered the Syracuse Normal school 
on its way home and broke up ft game 
of croquet at tho rectory. Everywhere 
ho was (created with surprise and em- 
barrassment. 
. 


Ho was tho. author of but ono ;joko 


during his lifetime. This was on tho 
occasion of his visit'to-Syracuse after ho 
had become a grout man. After every- 
body else hnd discovered that ho was a 
goni-us his native town camo tagging 
along and said to itself: ''Archie used 


' 
to Uvo here, and, according to the pa- 
pjrs, ho is kotohiug ou elsewhere. _Le a 


seven pimply and frightened young men 
who woro invited to tho "banket" on the 
strength of their paying their share of 
tho expense, and who woro thus referred 
to as "our representative young men." 


Archimedes- sat. next to a big York- 


shire pie made of a sort of hash which 
might bo regarded as the connecting 
link between tho animal and vegetable 
kingdom. Tho chair had just helped it- 
self to the very heart and sotil of this 
groat Syracuse dish, and turning, with 
a winning smile, said: 


"Archie, take some of tho Yorkshire 


pio. Syracuse honors her glorious son." 
Ho then took another spoonful or two 
and added, "Archimedes, help yourself 
to tho pie." 
The great philosopher, inventor and 


author of Archimedes' screw, etc., look- 
ed a long time at tho dish, then at the 
plate of tlio chair, which was moaning 
with its load, and then said, "Mr. 
Chairman, pardon tho ignorance of a 
poor man who has loft his spectacles at 
home, but which is the pio?" 


This joko is still having a good run at.

For instance, phosphoric acid 
is given in bono flour, in bone super- 
phosphate and guano—no rock. Nitro- 
gen is given in nitrato of soda, sulphate 
of ammonia, tankage, etc. Do you think 
there is any decided advantage in this? 
Would it not'bo as well to use lino bone, 
sulphate of potash or uulnached ashes or 
muriate of potash for most crops and 
enough nitrato of soda to give more ni- - 
trogen than tho bone furnishes? Tho 
question is, Would not fanners do bet- 
ter to buy boiio flour, nitrato of soda, 
etc., separately and spread them? 


Dr. Lowes' reply was aa follows; "I

The .Subject of Subsoil inff. 


It is worthy of note that- long contin- 


ued cultivation of land that is at all 
heavy increases its compactness, nnd 
that one of its effects is to crcaia a hard 
bottom to tho soil at about tho usual 
depth 10 which 1h<; plow penetrates. 
After some years of plo-.viiiK the tend- 
ency is to create a hard stratum, which 
prevents ramiall poneirat-iiig tho subsoil 
cxcupt when tho soil is snturatoil. If. 
this 'crust bo broken, there is a mani- 
fest advantage which will attend its 
penetration by a less amount of rainfall 
"than that winch produces saturation of 
the soil, says tho Iowa Homeswad, 
which adds: 


A subsoil plow largely increases tho 


power of tho l.-nid to hold water and 
makes of the subsoil a reservoir from 
which crops can rtrr.w at times when 
thu soil to iho depth to which the plow 
usually runs is quite dry. Tho sugges- 


The usual plan is to dig a trench wide 
enough for a double or triple row of 
heads. In this trench place them with 
tho heads down nnd cover with dirt, A 
plan described by Prairie Farmer con- 
sists in driving forks into tho ground 
for a polo on which to, haugtho cabbage. 
Tho heads should touch theground. Tie 
two together to hang over the stick and 
then lay some brush lengthwise, or 
coarse weeds, close against the head, and 
over this cover with two or 'three inches 
of dirt, leaving the roots exposed. The 
only objection to this inettotl is that 
sometimes mice find their way to tho 
cabbages. By this method tho cabbages 
are easily reacheiin any weather. This 
way requires no trench. It is surface 
storage altogether. In every case tho 
outer leaves should be left on the heads, 
and iu cellar and trench as well as with 
those stored on the surface should bo 
pressed and confined closely. Cabbages 
should be thus cared for just before 
freezing commences in earnest. They 
are the better for being left out as long 
as possible.

Selecting Seed Corn. 


Indian corn is strictly an annual. Ev- 


ery plant of corn, being the product by 
seed, is a new variety or snbvarietv,, 
and'by selection a substantially new 
variety is obtained. For this reason, ex- 
plains Country Gentleman, a distinct 
variety may bo gradually changed (by 
successive selection, imperceptible in 
one season, but gradually effecting a 
considerable deviation in character. _At 
this season, when farmers aro huski:ig 
or handling ears of corn, they may oc- 
casionally lay aside an ear such as they 
would like to raise for n general crop. 


They may reject, all such cars as have

at the base of the ear and is easily strip- 
ped of its husk. Continuing this course, 
you will iu tho course of years havo a 
variety that is generally-easy to husk. 
Choose handsome, well rounded ears, 
and yon will eventually have a whole 
variety with handsome, well rounded 
oars. 


A Vegetable manure.

Timber on J'ublii: I.:inils, 


'One of thu noteworthy measures com- 
ing from tho committee on public lauds 
is tho bill to prevent the free use of 
timber on public lauds. Tho bill repeals 
tho acts of 1891 regulatiug the cut-ting 
of timber, nnd that of iSUo governing 
prosecution for violations of the law, and 
provides that hereafter it- ::im.ll bo un- 
lawful to grant permission to any per- 
sons or corporations to cut timber free 
of charge. Nothing in tho net is to pre- 
vent the see-rotary of the interior from 
permitting, under proper restrictions, 
tho use oi' stone anil timber free to boua 
fide settlers or mineral prospectors for 
Crcwoort, fencing or building purposes. 
Tho committee struck out the clause re- 
voking all permits already granted by 
tlio interior department.

Selecting IVIr.tcr Lnj-ors—DiKposo of Ob- 


jccUonablo JTowls Early ,w Possible. 
Defects increase with ago, and it is 


best to dispose of all objectionable mem- 
bers of the flock early in tho season. Do 
not keep any chickens that appear stunt- 
ed. Thoy always degrade the appearance 
of a flock, and when onco a fowl hns 
boon scunted it is not fit for breeding 
purposes, and, in fact, is not worth the 
keeping. Disease or a tendency to dis- 
ease is hereditary, says Farm^Stock and 
Homo,, which furnish* these directions: 


Discard nil hens that show a tendency 


to lay on fat and retain those that under 
proper feeding will convert tho food in- 
to eggs instead of fat. It part of the 
flock convert the food into fat instead of 
og'gs, .tho profit the layers might give is 
oaten up by the drones. No fowl should 
bo retained that does not iii pome man- 
ner add to the profit of tho flock. Much 
care- should be observed in selecting lay- 
ers for breeding purposes every year, and 
in a short time tho entire flock will con- 
sist of nothing- but layers.

coming on. He says: " These tractions ol 
tho tongue made with the hand covered 
with a handkerchief 18 to 20.timea a -min- 
ute, Imitating tho respiratory rhythm by 
an in and out movement, restore breath- 
ing and may check tho attack. These 
tractions made by an assistant may also 
bo found efficacious during tho strnngula- 
to'--y period of tho attack." 
There is a now antiseptic substance, izal, 


of which tho journal mentioned says that 
It is an oily liquid that ran bo derived 
from certain forms of coal, and when treat- 
ed by ether it dissolves partially, giving a 
limpid product o£ brownish color, with it 
strong odor of oresylic acid. When mixed 
with water, this oil forms an emulsion, 
quite agreeable in odor, which, In propor- 
tions of 1 to 200, chocks tho development 
of tho greater number of microbes. It in a 
noticenblo fact that tho bacillus of typhoid 
tovor -resists its action. This emulsion 
of teal and water is said to hnvo given ex- 
cellent results in surgical antiseptics. Is is 
not poisonous, does not irritate wounds 
and attacks neither tho operator's hands 
nor his instruments." It is therefore a pow- 
erful, harmless and convenient antiseptic, 
destined, it is claimed, to bo tho antiseptic 
ot tho future.

NEW YORK; Oct. S.—I havo"boen In tho 


presence of the mikado of Japan, "have 
stood upon tho same rug with his Imperial 
majesty.

The ceremony attending my presenta- 


tion was formal and dignified, ol course, 
BB was consistent with tho occasion, yet 
there was no unnecessary show or pomp. 
The presentation was conducted in perfect 
eilenoo. I did not spoak to tho emperor, 
nor did ho speak to mo. A number of 
court dignitaries, including ministers of 
state and members oC the royal household, 
were grouped about the sovereign, yet 
during my presence in tho audience hall 
not a word was uttered. I :simply 'advanc- 
ed to where his majesty stood and bowed 
three times. 1 did not bow to tho ground, 
as many scorn to think, but merely in- 
clined my head and body slightly, just as 
you or I vrould bow-horo in America, or, 
for that matter, in Japan, to a lady. 


Tho mikado, a young, athletic roan ol 


handsome and elegant presence, graceful- 
ly returned my obeisance, and I retired. 
Thus was I presented to Japan's ruler a 
few days before I Bailed for America bear- 
Ing official papers which made me consul 
general in New York to' his imperial Jap- 
anese majesty.

It was not a very long, 
ride, for the imperial palace is only a.short 
distance from tho- business center oJ tho 
city, and a cooly runs at the' average- 
speed of'flvo miles an-hour. .A. jinrikisha1 
cooly can travel SO mijcs a day, which is, 
to the cooly, a big day's work. ..There 
is plenty o£ work for tho cooly right in 
Tokyo, however, for it must bo remembor- 
ed that our capital city of 1,400,000 popu- 
lation era braces an area of 36 square miles, 
this largo area being accounted for in tho 
fact that our houses arc seldom "built up 
more, than one story, and nearly all uro 
surrounded by a garden.
